Today there are few' 
dads who can do the things that 
their sons are learning to accom­ 
plish in scoutcraft.

alluded to the fact that Dr. Best 
■was one of the few fathers who are 
getting a real “kick” out of scout- 
ci^ft.

arejworth more than any material 
wealth that a father can leave his 
son in after years.

men, who are willing to make the 
sacrifice of their time.

This paper has promised the peo­ 
ple of Palatine the news and it is 
going to publish it, as long as such 
publication does not enter person­ 
alities. 
It is to be regretted and 
the editor is truly sorry that Mr. 
Dollinger or any member of the 
village board who entered into the 
compact with the slot machines, did 
not make public at that time, such 
arrangement. When any police de­ 
partment accepts pay for protect­

Additional cemetery facilities for 
this congregation and all Palatine 
is well is necessary as there are 
few if any vacant lots in any of the j 
former cemeteries. 
It is reported I 
that the state will not issue any 
more charters 
for 
cemeteries 
in j 
Look county. 
The rapid growth 
and expansion of the municipalities 
in Look county make very difficult 
the location of new cemeteries the 
required 
distance 
from 
corpora­ 
tions. 
At the present time there are 
twenty-two 
Palatine 
people 
who 
own blocks in this cemetery. 
The 
Rand Hill association has agreed 
to sell lots in the Wedgewood sec 
tion only to members of St. Paul’s 
congregation and a rapid sale ol 
additional blocks is expected dur­ 
ing the coming months. 
St. Paul’s congregation recently 
appointed a committee, composed 
of Henry Deverman, Wm. Bauman, 
W alter Rennack and Henry Lang- 
rehr to investigate the ofter of the 
cemetery association. 
It is with 
their approval that a .special day 
has been set aside for the members 
of that congregation to inspect ‘he 
new cemetery.

ors, in the law. 
The county com­
